AUDITORS’ REPORT. 


P.S. C. 43, See. 23. ‘Every town at the annual meeting shall 
choose one or more auditors, who shall carefully examine the 
accounts of the selectmen, town treasurer, and collector of tax- 
es at the end of each fiscal year, and at other times when neces- 
sary, and report to the town whether the same are correctly cast 
and well vouched.”’ Such is the duty of town auditors. In ad- 
dition, the town at the annual meeting in 1900, imposed other 
duties by the passage of resolutions as follows. 

‘‘Whereas the town reports for several years show that the 
selectmen have expended more money than the town had ap- 
propriated each year, and have borrowed money with which to 
pay bills in excess of the appropriations, and have used money 
appropriated for specific purposes for other purposes than that 
authorized, and have borrowed money without the authority of 
a vote of the town; and whereas, such practice is not authorized 
by law, and leads to great uncertainty, and is a growing evil, 
therefore, 

Resolved, that the selectmen be instructed not to exceed the 
appropriations; that money appropriated for specific purposes 
should not be used for other purposes than that for which it was 
appropriated by the town; that all orders drawn on the town 
treasurer should state for what purpose drawn; th»t the treas- 
urer be instructed not to pay orders drawn in excess of the ap- 
propriation made for the purpose stated in the order; that the 
selectmen are prohibited from giving the notes of the town un- 
less authorized by a vote of the town; that the auditors in their 
annual report shall report if these instructions have been ob- 
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served, and that they also report in detail the notes, bonds, and 
other indebtedness of the town, and also report what trust funds 
the town holds, with-such a detailed report of the history of each 
trust fund as will enable the town to know its relation to each 
trust fund so held by the town.”’ 

In the discharge of our duties thus imposed we respectfully 
submit the following report. 


SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


The law, C. 43, S. 1, requires the selectmen, ‘‘at the close of 
each fiscal year to make a report to the town, giving a particu- 
lar account of all their financial transactions during the year, 
and of the financial condition of the town at the close of the 
year, including a schedule of all assets and liabilities, and also a 
separate account of each trust fund held by the town, showing 
its income, the expenditures made on account of its administra- 
tion and the investment of its funds.”’ 

The report of the selectmen we think is a compliance with the 
law. The orders and vouchers on file enabled us to audit their 
accounts. We find them ‘correctly cast and well vouched.” In 
this connection we think it is our duty to bring to the attention 
of the town the fact that we did not find ‘‘accounts to cast’? in 
the language of the law, and that we do not find it has been a 
practice in this town for many years for selectmen to keep a 
systematic account of their transactions. The only accounts we 
found to cast were data furnished by the order books, the vouch- 
ers on file, and the account kept by the treasurer. The law is 
based upon the theory (C. 43, Sec. 5.) that the selectmen ‘‘shall 
manage the prudential affairs of the town and perform the du- 
ties by law prescribed,” (Sec. 7.) and that they shall ‘‘pay all 
sums of money received by them in behalf of the town to the 
town treasurer immediately after its receipt,’? and they shall 
‘keep a fair and correct account of all moneys received, all ac- 
counts and claims settled, and all orders drawn by them, and 
all their other financial transactions in behalfof the town.’’ We 
do not find they kept ‘‘a fair and co:rect account of all moneys 
received,” for although there were funds amounting to several 
thousand dollars that should have passed through their hands to 
the town treasurer yet the money did not pass that way to the 
treasury, and therefore there is no account of any kind kept by 
them showing the receipt of money. The bond of the town 
treasurer requires him to be responsible only for such money as 
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comes to his custody legally. The legal source of all money is 
through the channel prescribed by law. The safety of the treas- 
ury requires a literal compliance with the law. While no harm 
has yet resulted from this loose system, yet it may, and we sug- 
gest the town take some action to remedy the evil of the present 
system. 

TOWN TREASURER. 

The report of the town treasurer shows a balance of $935.12 in 
his hands at the end of the year. An examination of his ac- 
counts with the bank shows he had that sum on deposit to his 
-eredit as town treasurer. His accounts are neatly and system- 

atically kept. 
COLLECTOR OF TAXES. 
An examination of the collector’s book for 1900 shows a total 
tax list of $10,977.78, that he collected $10,083.22, that the abate- 
ments were $194.44, leaving a balance uncollected of $700.32. 


FOR THE YEAR 1899. 

Balance unpaid of the tax list of 1899 at the beginning of the 
fiscal year $551.43; collections, $490.98; abatements, $52.13; bal- 
ance uncoliected, $6.86. 

INVENTORY AND TAXATION. : 


Taxes to be collectable must be legally assessed, and the law 
provides for an ‘‘inventory”’ as it is called, on which, among 
other things, should be a description of the property taxed, if it 
be real estate. For several years the inventory has not contain- 
ed a description of any kind of resident tax payers’ real estate. 
The book provided for that purpose has not been completed. 
We recommend the selectmen be instructed to complete said in- 
ventory and that hereafter selectmen see to it that that atv 
record be full and complete. 

TOWN CLERK. 

The report of the town of vital statistics is in compliance with 
the law. 

We are pleased to report that the selectmen and town treas- 
urer have carefully observed the special instructions contained 
in the vote of March, 1900. They have notin any case exceed- 
ed the appropriations for specific purposes. The reports of the 
selectmen and treasurer contains a full report of trust funds held 
by the town, investments, etc.

Report of the Board of Health. 


The experience of the past year shows plainly that our report 
of two years ago was true, as to our people having become bet- 
ter informed on sanitary matters, as they have shown by taking 
means to have their wishes enforced when necessary for the pro- 
tection of their premises. The power of our board is almost un- 
limited in regard to what it may do when called upon to protect 
the lives of the innocent and those unable to protect themselves. 
No person has any right to injure the health of any other person, 
either by contaminating the air by foul odors, furnishing poison- 
ous water or infected milk for drinking and other purposes, or 
diseased or improper meats, or any adulterated articles of food. 
While our board has done something in the way of seeing that» 
impure water has been discarded, it has not gone into the exam- 
ination of old wells thoroughly enough, nor into the matter of 
adulterated food as it ought. We have had a hard year’s work 
and many difficult cases to adjudge, which have taken some 
nerve and courage to carry through. 

It might as weil be understood now that people will not be al- 
lowed to leave dead animals above ground, maintain any nui- 
sance against law and good health, sell diseased meats, or too 
young veal, or unwholesome milk, without meeting with trou- 
ble. The board has decided during the coming year to look more 
thoroughly into many sanitary matters apt to be much neglect- 
ed, such as the proper sanitation of closets of schoolhouses and 
tenement houses, and public places, of sink drains, and streets 
in villages. We would renew our request for information in re- 
gard to anything tending to injure the public health, and ask the 
co-operation of all good citizens in helping enforce wholesome 
rules and regulations for public benefit. All persons are re- 
quested to be more particular not to violate the statutes of the. 
state when deciding upon place and method of slaughtering an- 
imals, since too little care has been exercised in the past. 

Our town is acquiring quite a little fame as a summer resort, 
and it behooves us all to foster this business which is already a 
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good source of profit to our citizens. But remember that we 
must keep all our surroundings health‘ul and attractive if we ex- 
pect such visitors to remain with us for their annual vacation. 
We must wake up to the idea that a clean, healthy town, with 
modern conveniences, is what will attract. Already some lines 
of sewerage have been put in in our main village, and we urge 
the necessity of much more being done in that direction. Also 
more families should take water from our village supply, which 
is pure and abundant.

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Report of the School Board. 


The school year just closed has been upon the whole a suecess- 
ful one. The larger number of schools were taught by ex- 
perienced teachers and their work, in most cases, gave excellent 
satisfaction. 

It gives us pleasure to say that the plan adopted last year of 
grading the Grammar school and making it a preparatory school 
for the High School has proved eminently successful, and the 
first class, consisting of eight pupils, was graduated to the High 
School this year, each member ranking high on examination. 
Another class will be ready to graduate in the spring, while the 
lower grades are doing satisfactory work. 

The graduation, which is held at the close of the spring term, 
is under the supervision of the Superintendent of the High 
School and the Board of Education, jointly, and those passing 
a satisfactory examination receive diplomas. which admit them 
to the High School without further examination. 

This movement has resulted in practically grading all the 
schools, so that the same work is being done at the same time 
throughout the town. This movement is of great value to both 
teachers and pupils. 

Candidates for the preparatory class must pass a satisfactory 
examination in reading, spelling, writing, geography, grammar, 
including parsing and analysis, arithmetic, including common 
and decimal fractions, compound numbers, percentage, and 
simple interest. 

THE PREPARATORY COURSE. 

FALL TERM—Arithmetic, English Grammar, Reading, Spell- 
ing. 

WINTER TERM—Arithmetic, English Grammar, United States 
History, Reading, Spelling. 

SPRING TERM—Arithmetic, English Grammar, United States 
History, Reading, Spelling. 

Pupils who do not take this course at the Preparatory School 
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_ will be required to pass an examination by the Superintendent 
of the High School before entering it. 

The old readers, long in use, had become worn and the con- 
tents stale, New readers were needed, and it seemed better to 
put in a new series, thus giving the children new matter as well 
as new books, rather than supply new books in the old series. 
With fresh subject matter and new methods our hopes have 
been fulfilled. The advancement in reading has been great con- 
sidering the time the books have been in use. 

A series of teachers’ meetings have been held where important 
educational matters have been discussed with benefit to teach- 
ers and schools. 

The Children’s Branch Service of the Pillsbury Free Library 
which went into operation with the spring term is bringing the 
library to the children, giving those outside the same privilege 
as those in the vilage. The last hour every Friday afternoon 
has been devoted to these books, and the children are in this 
way coming toa knowledge of the pleasures: and benefits of 
their perusal. 

Mr. S. E. Cassino, publisher of ‘‘Little Folks,’’? becoming inter- 
ested in this movement through Mr. C. S. Pratt, the editor of 
the magazine, has kindly sent a copy to each one of our schools 
during the past year. This magazine has met the wants of the 
younger children and is read by all ages. 

Extensive repairs were necessary this year on the Grammar 
schoolhouse. Smoky, leaky, with falling plastering and grimy 
walls, it was not a suitable place in which to hold a school. 
Now, with fresh paint, paper, and a whole roof, it presents a 
cheerful, inviting appearance, while the new stoves raise the 
temperature to a comfortable degree. 

The schoolhouse at the Lower Village has been shingled, but 
it still needs repairs inside, a new shed for wood, etc. The Burnt 
Hill schoolhouse also needs a new shed, the house at Dimonds 
needs shingling, at Schoodac the plastering must be fixed, while 
minor repairs are needed at all these places as well as others to 
render the houses suitable for occupancy, and we hope a gener- 
ous appropriation will be made for repairs. 

Most of the schools have a dictionary of some sort, but each 
one should be supplied with a copy of the standard unabridged. 
Seeing the great need of reference books in our schools four sets 
of a two volume encyclopedia have been purchased, and are 
sent from school to school wherever most needed. The interest 
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in these books and the good they are doing are wonderful, show- 
ing the avidity with which the young absorb knowledge, 

There was also need of maps, some schools having none while 
in others they were so worn and blurred as to be practically use— 
less. To fill this need eight sets of maps have been bought. 
These maps are in cases fastened to the wall, which preserve the 
maps from smoke and dust, and where they are securely rolled 
when not in use. 

The parents in the village sending children to the Grammar 
and Primary schools, appreciating the excellent work being 
done by the teachers, Miss Branon and Miss Smith, arranged in 
connection with the school an entertainment which was so suc- 
cessfully carried out that a sum of money was secured sufficient 
to lengthen the winter term of these schools four weeks each. 

When parents, pupil>, and teachers work together all the 
schools will be good schools.

In submitting our report for the year ending March, 190i, we 
feel in duty bound to say that the spring term was a very suc- 
cessful term, and under the thorough instruction and — rill of 
Prof. Webster, assisted by Miss Lamont, the several classes at 
the close of the regular school year in June showed a thorough- 
ness in their several studies that reflected much credit on both 
teachers and pupils, The graduating exercises of the class of 
700 were exceptionally of a high order, and the members of the 
class received, as they deserved, the applause of an overflowing 
house. The class consisted of seven ladies and one gentleman, 
Edward S. Willis, who is now pursuing a collegiate course at, 
Dartmouth. The whole number of pupils for the year ending 
June, 1900, was 49. 

Prof. Arthur R. Webster was engaged for the year beginning 
Aug. 27 and ending June 1901, and Miss Annie B. Carnes, Ph. B., 
a graduate of Boston University, as assistant. The school open- 
ed with an attendance of about 50 pupils, Contoocook, Sutton, 
Bradford, and Newbury sending a good delegation. Eight pu- 
pils were admitted to the four years course from the preparatory 
class in the grammar school, under the tuition of Miss Annie M. 
Branon. This class passed a very rigid examination, conducted 
by the Superintendent of the High School and the Board of Ed- 
ueation, June 21st. The standard of each scholar in this class 
was from 90 1-2 to 981-2. They were awarded diplomas which 
admitted them to the high school without further examination, 
and we will say right here without fear of contradiction that a 
better prepared class of beginners was never admitted to the 
high school. We have now in the preparatory school a class of 
eight boys and girls who are working with all their strength for 
a successful graduation from the preparatory school to enter the 
high school in August next, 

The fall term of the high school was a very successful one, 
peace and harmony prevailing. The winter term opened aus- 
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piciously. Mr. Webster’s name had gone abroad as being a very 
successful teacher. After the school had been in session about 
four weeks, the Board of Education from Orange, Mass., one 
day abruptly dropped into school, sat there all day, and formed 
their own conclusions and went home. In two days the Super- 
intendent of the high school at Orange put in an appearance and 
spent the day in the high school, and returned home. The next 
mail brought a letter to Mr. Webster informing him that he had 
been unanimously elected to the principalship of the Orange 
High School, with a salary of $1200, with the prospect of an in- 
crease to $1400. Mr. Webster laid the matter before your com- 
mittee, and after due consideration and correspondence with 
Prof. Wm. Goldthwaite, of Goshen Institute, N. Y., decided to 
accept Mr. Webster’s resignation and unanimously elected Prof. 
Goldthwaite to the principalship. 

Mr. Goldthwaite comes to us, not as a stranger, but welcomed 
by old friends, among whom are some of our most influential 
men and women, many of whom graduate:! from the Simonds 
Free High School under his tutelage away back in the seventies 
and eighties, 

Mr. Webster supplied a substitute for three weeks and on Feb. 
4th Mr. Goldthwaite took charge of the schoo]. The school is in 
fine discipline and the scholars earnest in their work, and we an- 
ticipate that the examination in June at the end of the 30th 
school year will rank as high as any of its predecessors. And 
why should’nt it? The laboratory has been enlarged and sup- 
plied with new apparatus and chemicals to the amount of more 
than $300, city water put in, and the whole building heated by 
the latest improvements in steam heating, with an experienced 
teacher at the head, assisted by a lady of high culture and at- 
tainments, who has merited the confidence and respect of the’ 
whole school. The temporary break we have had will not be 
felt, and the school will stand on a firmer basis than ever.

In conformity with the vote of the town establishing the Pills- 
bury Free Library, the accompanying Reports of the Librarian 
and Treasurer are respectfully submitted. 

The efficient services of the librarian have been supplemented 
through the year by the work of the book committee and the 
individual help of the trustees and friends of the library, and the 
several reports make plain that the last year of the century has 
been one of growth and prosperity, and of progressive adminis- 
tration. 

In my last report I announced an extension of the library ad- 
vantages, through a Children’s Branch Service in the fifteen dis- 
trict schools. The paramount importance of this far-reaching 
enterprise opens up more and more, and calls for the report I make 
here. The Children’s Branch Service has now been in successful 
operation through one school year, and is already well established 
as a town institution. In this work the trustees have had the 
hearty co-operation of the School Board. Itis pleasant also to 
record that this enterprise has attracted the interest and atten- 
tion of the New Hampshire Library Association and of the State 
Library Commission. 

I have requested Mr. Pratt, to whose initiative the Children’s 
Branch Service is largely due, to give me some notes on its 
working—and these notes I append. 


The cabinet of books for the Primary School was carried into 
the school-room last spring at the opening of the Friday after- 
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noon session. ‘A smile,’’ remarked the teacher a few days af-_ 
ter, ‘‘a broad smile, spread over the school at sight of it—and 
the smile lasted through the afternoon.” ‘‘Yes,’’ added one of 
the School Board, ‘‘and the children were still smiling as I watched 
them go by home with the books in their hands!’’ That wel- 
come characterized the reception of the Children’s Branch Ser- 
vice everywhere—the “smile” ran up the valley to Melvin’s and 
Collins’, and down along to Dimond’s and Davisville—and the 
children’s pleasure has continued through the year. 

The need of the Service was made apparent at the start. Ina 
school of fifteen at one end of the town, only one had ever been 
in the library or had a book from it. In a large school at the 
other end of the town only one had drawn a book from the li- 
brary. Most of the children of the town are out of reach of the 
central library. 

The abolition of the age-limit, the first step in the enterprise, 
opened the library to all children—and the Children’s Branch 
Service has carried the library to all parts of the town. The li- 
brarian’s report will show that 110 children, two thirds of the 170 
in our schools, drew library books and magazines for the first 
time through the Children’s Branch Service. The entire 170 have 
used the books in school, and nearly all have drawn books for 
home use. 

The fifteen cabinets built have all been in service. Twenty to 
thirty books and magazines were sent out in each. During the 
week the teacher is expected to use the books in every way that 
will further the interests of the school. The last hour of Friday 
is given up to the school library—not merely for the distribution 
of books, but for the children to look the books over freely, to 
get acquainted with books, and interested in books. The Friday 
book-hour also affords the teachers opportunity to start and fos— 
ter right tastes in reading. The schools have hitherto taught 
children how to read—they may now go further and teach chil- 
dren what to read. At the end of the Friday hour, books are se- 
lected for home use. 

I have tabulated the teachers’ reeords for each week in every 
school through the year, and the showing is gratifying. The 
largest number of books loaned for home use in one week was 
83. The largest number loaned in one sehool during the spring 
term was 51; during the fall and winter terms, 92. The largest 
number loaned in one school during the year was 134. The whole 
number loaned in all the schools during the spring term was 375; 
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during the fall and winter terms, 512. The total number loaned 
in all the schools during the year was 887. These figures include 
with the books the bound volumes of magazines and one file of 
“St. Nicholas”? in numbers. But this is not all. Fifteen year 
subcriptions to the ‘‘Little Folks’? magazine were given the 
schools by S. E. Cassino, the publisher, and these were renewed 
by the trustees (the publisher making a 50 per cent. discount). 
These magazines have helped supply the lack of books for the 
youngest children (a lack largely due to the former age-limit of 
twelve years). During the spring term about 100 ‘‘Little Folks”’ 
were loaned for home use, during the fall and winter terms, 215— 
a total of 315. Adding the 315 magazines to the 887 books, we 
have a grand total of 1202 books and magazines loaned for home 
use. 

Twelve hundred and two books and magazines loaned for 
home use (beside the school use), through the Children’s Branch 
Service, in one year! Think of the aggregate of wholesome 
pleasure which has followed that ‘‘smile”’ of the Primary children 
last spring! The pleasure alone is worth the cost—and the 
pleasure is but the beginning. Let us consider what it means to 
establish the ‘treading habit’? in the children of a town—the 
habit of reading good books. Let us consider the mental devel- 
opment, the increased information, the broadened intelligence. 
Then multiply it all by the ten years of average school-life, and 
we get a glimpse of what this educational union of the public 
library and the public school may mean for the good citizenship 
of the rising generation. 

The teachers’ records show that a large proportion of the books 
borrowed are informing books, history, biography, travel, sci- 
enee. One teacher writes of the great interest of her pupils in 
biography and history. From one school came a request that 
three books be sent them again—one only was a story. Several 
teachers write about the good moral effect of the books. 

The teachers report that the Friday book-hour is looked for- 
ward to with great interest, that it is orderly, and beneficial to 
the schools. One teacher writes the trustees: ‘tI wish I could 
express to you on paper the good that the Children’s Branch 
Service has done in the school. The children have taken 
more interest every week in their books, and I can see a vast 
improvement due to their having the books to read.’’ Another 
writes: ‘‘A decided success in this school; and I think the longer 
it stays the more it will be appreciated. I don’t know how we 
could do without it now.” 
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The children’s letters to the trustees tell a like story. At the 
end of the spring term half a dozen letters came from the chil- 
dren, and at the end of the winter term nearly twenty-five let- 
ters came from the children, from different schools—thanking 
the trustees for establishing the Service; also telling how they 
look forward to the Friday book-hour, and how they enjoy it; 
telling, too, what books they have read and liked, and their ae- 
sire for eh books another term. 

The beneficence of the late John Foster becomes apparent 
when we consider that, among benefits already made possible by 
his bequest to the library, the Children’s Branch Service has 
been established without drawing a dollar from the annual in- 
come of the Jibrary from town taxation. The costof the service 
for the first year has been about $80.00—hereafter it will be but 
a fraction of that amount. The chief expense was for the cabi- 
nets (about $50.00), but this will not recur, for the cabinets are 
of solid oak, with brass fittings throughout, and should last a 
generation. The annual running expenses will be simply for 
trausportation of cabinets, and for incidentals, such as record- 
books, wrapping-papers te rubber bands for protecting books 
borrowed, etc.—perhaps a total of $15.00a year. In other words, 
the Children’s Branch Service will carry the library to all parts 
of the town, and establish what is practically a children’s library- 
room in every district school, at a cost for each of about $1.00 a 
year! 

The work accomplished by the Children’s Branch Service for 
the first year makes plain that the next step should be an exten- 
sion of the present Service, whereby the cabinets of books shall 
remain in the several districts during the long summer vacation 
and the long winter vacation, and be open weekly for the distri- 
bution of books to the children. 


I may add to Mr. Pratt’s notes that a full account of the Chil- 
dren’s Branch Service, with the actual figures and working de- 
tails, for which there is not space here, may be found ina paper 
on ‘‘Public Libraries and Children,” by C. 8. Pratt, published in 
the Dec., 1900, ‘‘Bulletin of the New Hampshire Library Com- 
mission.”’

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


To THE TRUSTEES OF THE PILLSBURY FREE LIBRARY: 

The following report for the year ending Feb. 15, 1901, is res- 
pectfully submitted. 

STATEMENT—Number of books for general circulation, 7541. 
This does not include law books, government publications, nor 
the miscellaneous matter which accumulates in every library 
from year to year. Number of pamphlets, 506. 163 books have 
been purchased; 20 volumes of magazines bound; 144 gifts of 
books added to the circulating department. Number of bor- 
rowers from the library, 515; from the school cabinets by chil- 
dren who have no cards at the library, 110; total, 625. Number 
of books borrowed, 7348; from the ‘‘Children’s Branch Service,”’ 
820; total, 8168; magazines, 972. Amount received from fines 
and transients, $8.68. 

The work of the library has been steadily increasing from the 
beginning, and during the year just closed it has required far 
more time, labor, and care thanever before. Forinstance, there 
has been a constant necessity for repairing and re-labelling the 
books. No statistics in this line have ever been kept, although 
it is the custom in many libraries to have these items in the an- 
nual report, In every case possible your librarian has replaced 
the loose ‘‘lifts’? and leaves, and done a general pasting and 
mending, until at last, when beyond her skill, they have been 
sent to the binder. Only one book has been cast aside as no 
longer fit for use; but the time is near when many in the fiction 
and children’s departments will have to be withdrawn. 

A new alphabetical list of the pamphlets has been made, (in 
addition to the accession catalogue) and they are so filed and 
placed that they are available at a moment’s notice; they are 
often used by persons interested in ‘‘expansion,”’ forestry, good 
roads, ete. 

Books are much consulted. Hardly a day has passed when the 
librarian has not been called upon to help out some seeker after 
information. In this direction the library is of incalculable bene- 
fit. It must be remembered that its usefulness can by no means 
be estimated by the circulation only. It is a great storehouse 
for reference, and is so considered: and if at any time there is 
known to be a lack on any given subject helpful books are or- 
dered as soon as practicable. It has been very gratifying to be 
able to meet calls for books on school work, civil service, scien- 
tific, and other subjects. No record has been made the past year 
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of the volumes thus used, but the number must have run far up 
into the hundreds. Every facility has been gladly afforded, and 
often gratefully acknowledged. Much local material has been 
collected, the importance of which will at once be recognized. 
Thanks are due to A. P. Davis, Esq., and Mr. A. J. Hook, and 
also to Mr, B. F. Heath, who has lately given his complete file 
(believed to be the only one in existence) of the calendars of 
Harris Lodge, A. F. & A. M. 

As usual, bulletins and library notes have been printed, with 
immediate results for the pains taken. 

In compliance with your request, a copy of the report for 1899 
was sent to every library in the state. 

Fifteen cabinets for use in the ‘Children’s Branch Service’’ 
were filled according to the pre-arranged plan and sent around 
to the different school districts. They were fitted up with 348 
books of a suitable characte”, carefully selected, including a set 
of ‘Great Artists’? designed for children. In addition to these 
each contained a box of 100 engravings, the gift of Mr, C. 8S. 
Pratt to the schools. Mr. Cassino, publisher of Little Folks, 
kindly gave a year’s subscription to that magazine to each dis- 
trict. (For the current year 15 copies have been subscribed for 
at the expense of the library. ) 

Thus finely equipped, accompanied with many good wishes, 
the little oak cabinets started forth in May on their library work. 
The books have been appreciated by both teachers and pupils. 
They have reached families who have never before made use of 
the library. The books in general have been well cared for, and 
to the larger number of schools much praise is due. 

Your librarian after carefully examining the record book, con- 
sulting with parents and teachers, and children, now feels rea- 
sonably well prepared to make the next selection thoroughly in 
harmony with their tastes and requirements, and in every way 
satisfactory.
